Tax cuts extended 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
little time to spare, the House 
appears ready to give final con­ 
gressional approval to a bill 
protecting Americans for anoth­ 
er 60 days against a $l5-billion- 
a-year 
increase 
in 
income 
taxes. 
A vote could come today on 
legislation that would send a 
Senate-passed tax-cut extension 
to President Ford, who is on 
record in favor of an even-larg­ 
er tax cut. 
Without the legislation, the 
package of antirecession tax 
cuts enacted last year would 
expire at midnight Wednesday, 
meaning higher taxes for vir­ 
tually every family and, the ex­ 
perts say, a heavy blow to the 
economy. 


Hardest hit by a lapse in the 
tax cuts would be the nation's 
poorest families. A four-mem­ 
ber family earning 66,000-a- 
year would face a $445 tax 
hike. 
A family of four earning $15,- 
000 would face a $180-a-year tax 
increase, as would a single per­ 
son earning $25,000. The in­ 
crease would be $182 for a 
single person earning $8,000, 
and $204 for a couple with no 
children and earning $10,000. 
On a voice vote with no de­ 
bate or dissent, the Senate 
agreed Monday to extend the 
tax cuts through Sept. 1. No 
one in the House is fighting the 
extension, although key Demo­ 
crats are said to favor an ex­ 
tension only until Aug. 16. 


In agreeing to the 60-day ex­ 
tension, the Senate concluded 
there is no way Congress can 
complete action in two months 
on a massive tax-revision bill 
that would extend the cuts for 
at least another year. 
There has never been any 
doubt in Congress that the tax 
cuts would be extended. It is 
now considered likely that the 
reductions will be made per­ 
manent, if not this year then 
next. 
Here is how the tax cuts 
work: 
A taxpayer is allowed to sub­ 
tract directly from taxes owed 
$35 for himself and each de­ 
pendent. Or, he may subtract 2 
per cent of the first $9,000 of 
taxable income, meaning a 


maximum credit of $180. 
The credit is available to ev­ 
ery taxpayer — whether he 
itemizes or takes the standard 
deduction. 
—A taxpayer who dors not 
itemize is allowed a minimum 
standard deduction of $1,700 or 
$2,100 for joint returns. The 
maxmum standard deduction is 
16 per cent of adjusted gross in­ 
come, up to $2,400 for single 
persons and $2,800 for joint re­ 
turns. 
—Poor working families with 
children are allowed a special 
tax credit by subtracting up to 
$400 from their tax bill. This is 
a 10 per cent credit on the first 
$4,000 of earning income, which 
phases down until it disappears 
at the $8,000 earnings level.

Tax cuts extended 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
little time to spare, the House 
appears ready to give final con­ 
gressional approval to a bill 
protecting Americans for anoth­ 
er 60 days against a $15-billion- 
a-year 
increase 
in 
income 
taxes. 
A vote could come today on 
legislation that would send a 
Senate-passed tax-cut extension 
to President Ford, who is on 
record in favor of an even-larg­ 
er tax cut. 
Without the legislation, the 
package of antirecession tax 
cuts enacted last year would 
expire at midnight Wednesday, 
meaning higher taxes for vir­ 
tually every family and, the ex­ 
perts say, a heavy blow to the 
economy. 


Hardest hit by a lapse in the 
tax cuts would be the nation’s 
poorest families. A four-mem­ 
ber family earning $6,000-a- 
year would face a $445 tax 
hike. 
A family of four earning $15,- 
000 would face a $18b-a-year tax 
increase, as would a single per­ 
son earning $25,000. The in­ 
crease would be $182 for a 
single person earning $8,000, 
and $204 for a couple with no 
children and earning $10,000. 
On a voice vote with no de­ 
bate or dissent, 
the Senate 
agreed Monday to extend the 
tax cuts through Sept. 1. No 
one in the House is fighting the 
extension, although key Demo­ 
crats are said to favor an ex­ 
tension only until Aug. 16. 


In agreeing to the 6(Kiay ex­ 
tension, the Senate concluded 
there is no way Congress can 
complete action in two months 
on a massive tax-revision bill 
that would extend the cuts for 
at least another year. 
There has never been any 
doubt in Congress that the tax 
cuts would be extended It is 
now considered likely that the 
reductions will be made per­ 
m anent, if not this year then 
next. 
Here is how the tax cuts 
work: 
A taxpayer is allowed to sub­ 
tract directly from taxes owed 
$35 for himself and each de­ 
pendent. Or, he may subtract 2 
per cent of the first $9,000 of 
taxable 
income, 
meaning 
a 


maximum credit of $180. 
The credit is available to ev­ 
ery taxpayer — whether he 
itemizes or takes the standard 
deduction. 
—A taxpayer who dors not 
itemize is allowed a minimum 
standard deduction of $1,.'00 or 
$2,100 for joint returns. The 
maxmum standard deduction is 
16 per cent of adjusted gross in­ 
come, up to $2,400 for single 
persons and $2,800 for joint re­ 
turns 
—Poor working families with 
children are allowed a special 
tax credit by subtracting up to 
$400 from their tax bill This is 
a 10 per cent credit on the first 
$4,000 of earning income, which 
phases down until it disappears 
at the $8,000 earnings level.

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CIA Reports That Mexico 
Has Huge Oil Reserves 
By Jack Anderson 
with Les Whitten 


WASHINGTON - A top-secret 
CIA report claims that im ­ 
poverished Mexico is sitting on 
an astounding 75-billion-barrel 
oil reserve. This would boost 
Mexico to second place among 
the world oil powers. 
Numerous government and in­ 
dustry sources have told us the 
huge figure is possible but im­ 
probable. The highest estimate 
we could get general agreement 
on is 60 billion barrels. But one 
cabinet member told us that he 
believes the CIA’s startling, con­ 
fidential discovery is true. 
This would give Mexico a 
reserve seven times larger than 
what lies under Alaska’s north 
slope. In terms of sheer world 
power, it would offer Mexico the 
opportunity to hit the big-time. 
Saudi Arabia has the world's 
largest oil reserve, which is close 
to 170 billion barrels. Kuwait 
ranks second with 71 billion. Iran 
is third with 64 billion, the United 
States and Russia fourth with 40 
billion. 
The incredible CIA report 
cites the rich oil reservoir Mex­ 
ico struck in 1974. The prelimin­ 
ary drillings uncovered three 
vast oil fields in the Mexican 
states of Tabasco and Chiapas. 
Industry sources say this has 
now been expanded to an area 
300 miles long and five miles 
r 


wide. 
\ The Mexicans, however,' are 
playing it cagey. The country al­ 
ready produces all the oil it 
needs, and Mexican officials 
claim this is their only concern. 
One embassy official told us the 
CIA estimate is “totally out of 
proportion." Mexico’s national oil 
company, PEMEX, estimates the 
reserves at a cautious 12 to 14 
billion barrels. 
If the CIA figure turns out to be 
true, however, it means the Mex­ 
icans will be playing a high- 
stakes international game. There 
would be powerful U.S. pressure 
on Mexico to break the Middle 
East oil cartel. But the Mexicans 
have announced they would join 
the cartel if offered the chance. 
F a ta l M issio n : The day 
before American Ambassador 
Francis Meloy was murdered in 
Lebanon, Secretary of State He­ 
nry Kissinger ordered him to 
become more “directly involved" 
in the peace efforts and to in­ 
crease his contacts with the war­ 
ring factions. 
S p e c ific a lly , M eloy w as 
directed to call upon President­ 
elect Elias Sarkis. The secret in­ 
structions were flashed to Beirut 
on Jine 17. The following morn­ 
ing, in obedience to Kissinger's 
orders, Meloy set out to visit 
Sarkis. The ambassador passed 


through no-man’s-land in a 
bulletproof Chevrolet sedan. But 
he never reached his destina­ 
tion. He was kidnaped and 
killed. 
Kissinger took pains to stress 
in his instructions that Meloy 
should “take due regard for per­ 
sonal safety." It was also the am­ 
bassador’s own original sugges­ 
tion that he should play a more 
active role in pursuing peace in 
Lebanon. Agreeing, Kissinger 
instructed him to proceed as 
promptly as possible to contact 
the rival leaders and to en­ 
courage than to contact one 
another.

Polly’s Pointers 


D EAR PO LLY — I save toilet soap and at the same time 
have an always ready nail brush by turning this brush upside 
down on the sink dish and then placing the soap bar on the 
bristles rather than right in the dish. No more soapy dishes to 
clean and a nail brush always ready to use. — A.D. 
DEAR PO LLY and BEV ER LY — I have been making my 
own diet margarine for many a year. Buy a soft spread, let it 
come to room temperature in your smallest, deepest mixing 
bowl. Gradually add one and a half to two cups of tepid water 
as it beats on low-medium. Experiment a bit. If bought in a 
tub, as I buy it, there should be two tubs full when you finish 
and, of course, half as many calories in each serving. I find the 
firm er spread does not mix so well with the water so always 
use the soft, if well mixed the water w ill rarely ever “ weep” 
and you have a light, tasty and always spreadable mixture 
that is great for weight watchers and those allergic to fats.

Life 
preservers are required, and outfitters must be licensed to conduct 
these trips. To date, they have ah enviable safety record. 
Some of the more popular floats are Westwater and Gateway 
Canyons on the upper Colorado River, Desolation and Gray Canyons 
on the Green River, the dramatic Cataract Canyon trip which 
utilizes both the Colorado and Green Rivers, and Delores and Slick 
Rock Canyons on the Delores River.

JOINT RESOLUTION 
Submitting to the qualified 
voters of Missouri an amend­ 
ment repealing sections 1, 3, 4, 
5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 
15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 
24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29(a), 29(b), 
29(c)(1), 29(c)(2), 29(d), 29(e), 
29(f), 29(g), 30, and 31 of ar­ 
ticle V of the constitution of 
M issouri 
relating to 
the 
judicial department and adop­ 
ting thirty-three new sections 
in lieu thereof relating to the 
same subject, with an effective 
date. 
Be it resolved by the Senate, the 
Hoase of Representatives con­ 
curring therein: 
That at the next general elec­ 
tion to be held in the state of 
M issouri, on Tuesday next 
following the first Monday in 
November, 1976, or at a special 
election to be called by the 
governor for that purpose, there 
is hereby submitted to the 
qualified voters of this state, for 
adoption 
or rejection, the 
following amendment to article 
V of the constitution of the state 
of Missouri: 
Section A. Sections 1, 3, 4, 5, 
6, 7, 8, 9. 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 
17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 
26, 27, 28, 29(a), 29(b), 29(c) (1), 
29(c) (2), 29(d), 29(e), 29(f), 29(g), 
30, and 31 of article V, con­ 
stitu tio n 
of 
M issouri 
are 
repealed and thirty-three new 
sections enacted in lieu thereof, 
to be known as sections 1, 3, 4, 5, 
6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 
17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22, 23, 24, 
25(a), 25(b), 25(c) (1), 25(c) (2), 
25(d), 25(e), 25(f), 25(g), 26, and 
27 to read as follows: 
Section 1. The judicial power 
of the state shall be vested in a 
supreme court, a court of appeals 
consisting 
of 
d istric ts 
as 
prescribed by law, and circuit 
courts. 
Section 3. The supreme court 
shall have exclusive appellate 
jurisdiction in all cases involving 
the validity of a treaty or statute 
of the United States, or of a 
statute or provision of the Con­ 
stitution of this State, the con­ 
struction of the revenue laws of 
this state, the title to any state 
office and in all cases where the 
punishment imposed is death or 
imprisonment for life. The court 
of appeals shall have general ap­ 
pellate jurisdiction in all cases 
except those within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the supreme court. 
Section 4. 1. The supreme 
court shall have general super­ 
intending control over all courts 
and tribunals. Each district of 
the court of appeals shall have 
general superintending control 
over all courts and tribunals in 
its jurisdiction. The supreme 
court and districts of the court of 
appeals may issue and determine 
original remedial writs. Super­ 
visory authority over all courts is 
vested 
in the supreme court 
which may make appropriate 
delegations of this power. 
2. The supreme court may ap­ 
point 
a 
sta te 
co u rts 
a d ­ 
ministrator and other staff to aid 
in the administration of the 
courts, and it shall appoint a 
clerk of the supreme court and 
may appoint other staff to aid in 
the a d m in istratio n of the 
business of the supreme court. 
Each such appointee shall serve 
at the pleasure of the court The 
clerk’s and ad m in istrato r’s 
salary shall be fixed by law. All 
other 
appointees shall 
have 
salaries fixed by the court within 
the legislative limits of the ap­ 
propriation made for that pur­ 
pose. 
3. In the event that six com­ 
missioners of the supreme court 
are not available to sit as a reap­ 
portionm ent commission 
as 
provided in sections 2, 3 and 7 of 
article III of the constitution of 
this state, a commission com­ 
posed of six members appointed 
by the 
supreme court from 
among the judges of the court of 
appeals, shall serve in lieu of the 
commissioners of the supreme 
court. No more than two mem­ 
bers of any division of the court 
of appeals shall be appointed to 
the commission. 
Section 5. The supreme court 
may establish rules relating to 
practice, procedure and pleading 
for all courts and administrative 
tribunals, which shall have the 
force and effect of law. The rules 
shall not change substantive 
rights, or the law relating to 
evidence, the oral examination of 
witnesses, juries, the right of trial 
hy jury, or the right of appeal. 
The court shall publish the rules 
and fix the day on which they 
take effect, but no rule shall take 
effect before six months after its 
publication. Any rule may be an­ 
nulled or amended in whole or in 
part by a law limited to the pur­ 
pose. 
Section 6. Th 
supreme court 
may make temporary tranafera of 


judicial personnel from one court 
or district to another as the ad­ 
ministration of justice requires, 
and may establish rules with 
respect thereto. Any judge shall 
be eligible to sit temporarily on 
any court upon assignment by 
the supreme court or pursuant to 
supreme court rule. 
Section 7. The supreme court 
may sit in banc or in divisions as 
the court may determine. Any 
district of the court of appeals 
may sit at such places within the 
district and in divisions as the 
judges of such district may deter­ 
mine. 
Each divison

supreme court or of the court of 
appeals shall be composed of not 
less than three judges, at least 
one of whom shall be a regular 
judge of the court A majority of 
a division shall constitute a 
quorum thereof, and all orders,

Section 8. The judges of the 
supreme court shall elect from 
their number a chief justice to 
preside over the court en banc, 
and the judges of the court of ap­ 
peals in each district shall elect 
from their number a chief judge 
of the district. The terms of the 
chief justice and chief judges 
shall be fixed by the courts over 
which they preside. The chief

9. A cause in the

supreme court rule. 
Section 10. Cases pending in 
the court of appeals shall be 
transferred to the supreme court 
when any participating judge 
dissents from the m ajority 
opinion and certifies that he 
deems said opinion to be con­ 
trary to any previous decision of 
the supreme court or of the court 
of appeals, or any district of the 
court of appeals. Cases pending 
in the Court of Appeals may be 
transferred to the supreme court 
by order of the majority of the 
judges of the participating 
district of the court of appeals, 
after opinion, or by order of the 
supreme court before or after 
opinion because of the general 
interest or importance of a 
question involved in the case, or 
for the purpose of reexamining 
the existing law, or pursuant to 
supreme court rule. The supreme 
court may finally determine all 
causes coming to it from the 
court of appeals, whether by cer­ 
tification, transfer or certiorari, 
the same as on original appeal. 
Section 11. In all proceedings 
reviewable on appeal by the 
supreme court or the court of ap­ 
peals, appeals shall go directly to 
the court or district having 
jurisdiction, but want of jurisdic­ 
tion shall not be ground for 
dismissal, and the proceeding 
shall be transferred to the ap­ 
pellate court having jurisdiction. 
An original action filed in a 
court lacking jurisdiction or 
venue shall be transferred to the 
appropriate court. 
Section 12. The opinions of 
the supreme court and court of 
appeals and all divisions or 
districts of said courts shall be in 
writing and filed in the respec­ 
tive causes, and shall become a 
part of the records of the court, 
be available for publication, and 
shall be public records. The

abolished by law as public con­ 
venience and the administration 
of justice may require, but no 
judge shall be removed from of­ 
fice during his term by reason of 
alteration of the geographical 
boundaries of a circuit.

Associate circuit 
judges may hear and determine 
all cases, civil or criminal and

classes of cases as may be 
provided by law. In probate m at­ 
ters the associate circuit judge 
shall have general equitable 
jurisdiction. 
Section 18. All final decisions, 
findings, rules and orders on any 
administrative officer or body 
existing under the Constitution 
or by law, which are judicial or 
quasi-judicial and affect private 
rights, shall be subject to direct 
review by the courts as provided 
by law; and such review shall in­ 
clude the determination whether 
the same are authorized by law, 
and in cases in which a hearing 
is required by law, whether the 
same are supported by com­ 
petent and substantial evidenr * 
upon the whole record. Unk i 
otherwise provided by law, ad­ 
ministrative decisions, findings,

19. Judges of the 
supreme court and of the court of 
appeals shall be selected for 
terms of twelve years, judges of 
the circuit court for terms of six 
years, and associate circuit 
judges for terms of four years. 
Section 20. All judges shall 
receive as salary the total 
amount of their present com­ 
pensation 
u n til 
otherw ise 
provided by law, but no judge’s 
salary shall be dim inished 
during his term of office. No 
judge shall receive any other or 
additional compensation for any 
public service. No supreme, ap­ 
pellate, circuit or associate cir­ 
cuit judge shall practice law or 
do law business. Judges may 
receive reasonable traveling and 
other expenses allowed by law. 
Section 21. Judges of the 
supreme court and of the court of 
appeals shall have been citizens 
of the United States for at least 
fifteen years, and qualified 
voters of the state for nine years 
next preceding their selection. 
Such judges shall be at least 
thirty years of age. Except as 
provided by section 6, judges of 
the court of appeals shall be 
residents of the court of appeals 
district in which they serve. Cir­ 
cuit judges shall have been 
citizens of the United States for 
at least ten years, and qualified 
voters of this state three years 
next preceding their selection, 
and be not less than thirty years 
of age and residents of the circuit 
for at least one year. Associate

the court. Their salaries shall be 
within the limit of the legislative 
appropriation for that purpose. 
Section 23. Each circuit may 
have such municipal judges as 
provided 
by 
law and the 
necessary non-judicial personnel 
assisting them. The selection, 
tenure and compensation of such 
judges and such personnel shall 
be as provided by law, or in cities 
having a charter form of govern­ 
ment as provided by such char­ 
ter. A municipal judge may be a 
part-time judge except where 
prohibited by ordinance or char­ 
ter of the m unicipality.

municipal judge shall hear and 
determ ine 
v io latio n s 
of 
municipal ordinances in one or 
more municipalities.

Section 24. 1. There shall be a 
com m ission on retirem en t, 
removal, and discipline, com­ 
posed of two citizens who are not 
members of the bar, appointed 
by the governor, two lawyers ap­ 
pointed by the board of gover­ 
nors of The Missouri Bar, one 
judge of the court of appeals to 
be selected by a majority of the 
judges of the court of appeals, 
and one judge of the circuit 
courts to be selected by a 
majority of the circuit judges of 
this state. The commission shall 
receive and investigate all 
requests and suggestions for 
retirement for disability, and all 
complaints concerning miscon­ 
duct of all judges, members of 
the judicial commissions, and of 
this commission. No member of 
the commission shall participate 
in any matter in which he has a 
personal interest.

No action 
taken under this section shall be 
a bar to or prevent any other ac­ 
tion authorized by law. 
4. A judge is disqualified from 
acting as a judicial officer while 
there is pending an indictment or 
information charging him in any 
court in the United States with a 
crime punishable as a felony un­ 
der the laws of Missouri or the 
United States, or a 
recom­ 
mendation to the supreme court 
by the commission for his 
removal, or retirement, or after 
articles of impeachment have 
been voted by the house of 
representatives. A judge so 
disqualified shall continue to 
receive his salary. 
5. On recommendation of the 
commission, the supreme court 
shall suspend a judge from office 
without salary when in any court 
in the United States he pleads 
guilty or no contest to, or is 
found 
guilty of, an offense 
punishable as a felony under the 
laws of Missouri or the United 
States, or of any other offense 
that involves moral turpitude. If 
he is suspended and his con­ 
viction 
becom es 
final 
the 
supreme court shall remove him 
from office. If his conviction is 
reversed and he is discharged 
from that charge by order of 
court or of the prosecuting of­ 
ficer, whether without further 
trial or after further trial and a 
finding of not guilty, his suspen­ 
sion terminates and he shall be 
paid his salary for the period of 
suspension. 
6. Recommendations to the 
supreme court by the commission 
shall be made only after notice 
and hearing. Rules for the ad­ 
ministration of this section and 
for the procedures thereunder 
shall be prescribed by supreme 
court rule unless otherwise 
provided by law. 
7. Members of the commission 
shall be reimbursed for their ac­ 
tual and necessary expenses in­ 
curred in the performance of 
their duties. 
8. Additional duties shall not 
be imposed by law or supreme 
court rule upon the commission 
on retirem ent, removal and 
discipline. 
Section 25(a). Whenever a 
vacancy shall occur in the office 
of judge of any of the following 
courts of this state, to wit: The 
supreme court, the court of ap­ 
peals, or in the office of circuit or 
associate circuit judge within the 
city of St. Louis and Jackson 
county, the governor shall fill 
such vacancy by appointing one 
of three persons possessing the 
qualifications for such office, 
who shall be nominated and 
whose names shall be submitted 
to the governor by a nonpartisan 
judicial commission established 
and organized as hereinafter 
provided. If the governor fails to 
appoint any of the nominees 
within sixty days after the list of 
nominees is submitted, the non­ 
partisan judicial commission 
making the nomination shall ap­ 
point one of the nominees to fill 
the vacancy. 
Section 25(b). At any general 
election the qualified voters of 
any judicial circuit outside the 
city of St. Louis and Jackson 
county, may by a majority of 
those voting on the question elect 
to have the circuit and associate 
circuit judges appointed by the 
governor in the manner provided 
for the appointment of judges to 
the courts designated in section 
25(a), or, outside the city of St. 
Louis and Jackson county, to 
discontinue any such plan. The 
question of whether the circuit 
and associate circuit judges of 
any such circuit shall be so ap­ 
pointed shall be submitted to the 
voters of each county in any cir­ 
cuit at the next general election 
whenever petitions therefor 
signed by ten percent of the legal 
voters of each county in the cir­ 
cuit voting for the office of gover­ 
nor at the last election thereof 
are filed in the office of secretary 
of state at least 90 days before 
such election.

provisions of law with respect to 
initiative petitions shall apply 
insofar as applicable relative to 
the certification of the petitions 
to local officials by the secretary 
of state, the preparation, prin­ 
ting. publishing and distribution 
of the judicial ballots required 
by this section, the holding and 
conduct of the election, and the 
counting, canvassing, return, cer­ 
tification, and proclamation of 
the votes. If a majority of the 
votes upon the question are cast 
in favor of the adoption in each 
county comprising the circuit, the 
nonpartisan selection of the cir­ 
cuit and associate judges shall be 
adopted in the circuit. The 
question of selection of circuit 
and associate circuit judges in 
the manner provided in Section 
25(a) shall not be submitted 
more often than once every four 
years. If any judicial circuit 
adopts the nonpartisan selection 
of the circuit and associate cir­ 


cuit judges under the provisions 
of this section, the question of its 
discontinuance shall not be sub­ 
mitted more often than once

Although I have 
reason to believe Hoard’s 
Dairyman knew of my reply 
to Brink, my remarks were 
not included in the article. So 
you got a biased report. 
Brink identified himself as 
being with the National Dairy 
Council. As indicated in the 
article he claimed that the 
lactose intolerance data was 
not applicable because the 
studies were done with lactose 
sugar and water in amounts 
approximately equal to what 
you find in a quart of milk. 
I replied that Brink should 
read the article in the New 
England Journal of Medicine, 
May 29, 1975 of the work by 
doctors at Johns Hopkins 
Medical Center, so he could 
get up to date on the problem. 
The Johns Hopkins doctors did 
their study on patients' 
response to only one glass of 
actual milk, not the test Brink 
alluded to. 
I pointed out to Brink that 
the Johns Hopkins doctors 
found that “Two hundred and 
forty milliliters (one glass) of 
low-fat milk produced gas­ 
eousness or cramps in 59 per 
cent of 44 lactose intolerent 
men and 68 per cent were 
s y m p t o m a t i c 
w ith 
an 
equivalent amount of lac­ 
tose.” And, “Refusal to drink 
240 ml of low-fat milk served 
w ith m e a l s c o r r e l a t e d 
significantly with lactose- 
intolerance.” Note here that 
people with la c t o s e in­ 
tolerance simply don’t use 
dairy products and that 
market is lost to the dairy 
farmer. 
The John Hopkins study 
proves that many people can­ 
not tolerate, and will not 
drink, a single glass of milk a 
day because of lactose in­ 
tolerance! hope that Brink 


does not think that a single 
glass of milk for those who 
can tolerate it meets the daily 
calcium needs. I told Brink 
that inadequate calcium in­ 
take was the most common 
nutritional deficiency in the 
U n i t e d 
S t a t e s .

R e c o m m e n d e d 
D a i l y 
Allowance established by the 
N a t i o n a l 
A c a d e m y 
of 
Sciences, 
for adults, 
is 
b e t w e e n 800 and 
1200 
milligrams and a single glass 
contains only 288 milligrams. 
If I were a dairy farmer I’d 
want people to be able to drink 
a quart a day, not just a glass. 
If people limited their in­ 
take of m ilk and milk 
products to the equivalent of 
one glass of milk a day it 
would really hurt the dairy 
farmer and cause widespread 
nutritional problems. 
Brink also suggested that I 
tell my readers to eat yogurt 
as a low lactose product for 
c a l c i u m in ta k e . 
I w as 
astonished. 
Commercial 
yogurt is not the same as 
home made yogurt. Commer­ 
cial yogurt kills off the lac- 
tobacillus early in the process 
and the product is so thin that 
it is usually thickened with 
non-fat dry milk powder. The 
result is that commercial 
yogurt is one of the highest 
sources of lactose available 
and would be very bad for peo­ 
ple with lactose intolerance. 
Yogurt's high lactose content 
is the reason it came under 
suspicion as a cause of 
cataracts. 
I believe the dairy farmers 
have a right to insist that the 
D a i r y 
C o u n c i l 
g e t 
wholeheartedly behind the ef­ 
forts to produce and market a 
low-lactose product that all 
can use. Fortunately other 
segments of the Dairy Council 
have taken the lead in 
developing Lact-Aid which is 
now available in some parts of 
the United States and Canada.

Commission reports that in 
1974, the latest year for which 
statistics are available, there 
were 3,300 injuries related to 
fireworks on July 4 alone. More 
than 60 per cent of the injuries 
were caused by firecrackers. 
The Office of Consumer Af­ 
fairs of -4he Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
has a few common-sense “Do’s 
and Don’t’s” for fireworks use: 
—Don’t hold fireworks in 
your hand unless the directions 
specifically say so. 
—Do place the fireworks on 
hard, smooth, level surfaces. 
—Use 
fireworks 
outdoors 
only. Children should use fire­ 
works only under close adult 
supervision. 
—If the firework does not go 
off, wait at least 10 seconds 
after the fuse stops glowing be­ 
fore approaching it. 
—At public displays, stay in

areas 
to 
avoid 
fumes and sparks.
